In 1617 an edict had re-established the Catholic religion in Béarn ordering the 
Protestants to restore the ecclesiastical property which they had secularised in 
the last half century. They refused, and the King (Louis XIII), entering the 
province with an army, compelled the execution of the edict. The whole Huguenot 
party was disturbed, and in 1620 a religious war broke out. 


On the death of De Luynes, whom Louis had appointed constable, the King 
carried on the war alone, and in the following year conducted a vigorous campaign, 
sacking the places which he took, and ordering severe punishments in them, many 
of the Protestants fleeing to England for protection.

Lord Warriston, to whom this letter is addressed, fled to Rouen at the “* Re- 
storation,’? was arrested there, tried before the Scottish parliament, and hanged 
at Edinburgh.

ALES (Alexander), 1500-1565. 
Alexander Ales or Alesius, Reformer, was born in Edinburgh, 23rd April, 


1500. He studied at St. Andrews, and became a canon there. Won over to the 
Reformation, he had to flee to the Continent (1532), and, settling at Wittenberg, 
signed the Augsburg Confession, and gained the friendship of Luther and Melanch- 
thon. In 1535 he came over to England, and was well received by Cranmer and 
Cromwell, and lectured for a time on theology at Cambridge; but the persecuting 
“ Six Articles’’ compelled him to return to Germany. He died in Leipzig on the

For so far from being able to accomplish something of those 
things which the practice of war demands if the soldiers remain in winter quarters 
unprepared, we may even by this means afford an opportunity to the enemy of 
fallmz upon us. We have therefore taken care by diligent preparation that nothing 
should be wanting to our forces at the beginning. And we have considered that 
our allies ought to be exhorted so much the more to do the same, because so great 
and so unwearied may be the zeal of our enemies that it would be the greatest 
disgrace to us if we suffered ourselves to be surpassed in diligence by them, to 
whom we are far superior in the justice of our cause and the number and valour of 
our soldiers. Our troops are always prepared, and neither the time of the year 
nor the inclemency of the weather prevents them from pursuing the course which 
has been commanded, indeed, both sufficient corn and weapons of war are in store 
for them, and everywhere both storehouses and magazines are well filled. There 
is no need to stay to enumerate these things, all are sufficiently known, nor can 
Your Highness and Your Highness the Elector, be ignorant of how much advantage 
from preparation properly undertaken, bow much inconvenience from the same 
either neglected or delayed, may be expected. Moreover, we are persuaded that 
Your Highness are animated with so much affection and zeal in this cause for 
protecting the liberty of Europe and guarding the public welfare, that you will 
wish to neglect nothing which tends towards attaining those ends.’’ KEtc., etc.

The translator, Sir John Harington, was godson of Queen Elizabeth. He 
studied law at Lincoln’s Inn, but not to much purpose, for his reputation as a wit 
and a man of the world was soon established, and he looked to court favour rather 
than the exercise of a profession. About 1584 he married Mary. daughter of Sir 
George Rogers of Cannington in Somerset, but marriage does not seem to have 
sobered his exuberant spirits. His epigrams began to pass current, and he en- 
livened the court by his sallies, which were not always adapted to a fastidious taste. 


Among other things, he translated for the amusement of the ladies of the court, the

story of Giocondo, from the twenty-eighth book of Ariosto’s ‘‘ Orlando Furioso,’’ 
and his translation was handed about in manuscript till it fell into the hands of the 
queen. She reprimanded Harington for corrupting the morals of her ladies by 
translating the least seemly part of Ariosto’s work, and ordered him as a punish- 
ment to leave the court for his country house till he had made a translation of the 
whole. To this we owe the translation of the ‘‘ Orlando Furioso,’’? which was first 
published in folio in 1591, and reissued in 1607 and 1634. It is written in the 
same stanza as the original, and is easy and flowing. It is rather a paraphrase 
than a translation. As a preface to it Harington wrote ‘‘ An Apologie of Poetrie,’’ 
an essay in criticism which resembles Sir Philip Sidney’s treatise of the same 
name. ‘The most remarkable part of it is that concerned with his use of metre, 
especially his defence of two-syllabled and three-syllabled rhymes. (D.N.B.)

John Baskerville was born in January, 1706, at Sion Hill, in the parish of 
Wolverley, in Worcestershire. In his seventeenth year, he set out to earn his own 
living. He started at the Rectory, King’s Norton, as a footman, but at the instiga- 
tion of the clergyman began instructing the poor boys of the parish in the art of 
writing, at which he was adept. Later he became writing-master at the Grammar 
School in Birmingham. From the first Baskerville had shown an uncommon interest 
in calligraphy. But by this time he had already become interested in stone-cutting, 
at which occupation he was eminently successful. From stone-cutting he passed to 
japanned goods, an art introduced into Birmingham by John Taylor in 1736. In 
this direction he effected a complete revolution. His productions were admirable 
works of art. By 1749 he had amassed a large fortune, but though a middle-aged 
man, he still looked for further fields to conquer. He had always taken a lively 
interest in William Caslon’s work, regarding him as a rival designer. He himself 
took to designing fresh letters to be used for purpose of printing. He realised, also, 
that to be successful he must be his own printer. He laid special stress on the 
character of the type, his press, paper and ink, and lastly the actual mode of printing. 
Fits first specimen sheets were issued in 1754, and his first completed book, Virgil's 
“ Opera,” in 1757. He invented a new “ japanned”’ paper, a paper which in a great 
measure played the part of vellum, and his process of “ hot-pressing’ separates his 
books from others of his time. Speaking of Baskerville’s “ Virgil,” Macaulay says : 
“It was the first of that series of books which went forth to astonish all the librarians 
of Europe.” It was a landmark in the history of typography. In 1761 his growing 
reputation received recognition, and he became High Bailiff of Birmingham. Pre- 
viously he had been appointed printer to the University of Cambridge for ten years. 
In 1767, disheartened by the reception accorded to his publications, Baskerville 
allowed his press to be used by Robert Martin, one of his workmen, remaining tn 
retirement for two years. In Martin’s work, however, the signs of the master-hand 
are absent, though he issued many notable works. Baskerville died on January 8th, 
1775. The subtle splendour of his work grants it a corner by itself in the world’s 
book-shelf; his own peculiar genius is stamped upon almost every one of his pro- 
ductions.

This has the English Protestant version, known as the Bishops’ version, and 
the Catholic version (the Rheims New Testament) in parallel columns. The title 
given in full above sufficiently indicates the nature of the book. It was the first 
systematic and comprehensive attempt to refute the arguments and accusations 
contained in the Rheims New Testament of 1582. Many partial replies had been 
already published by T. Bilson, G. Wither, E. Bulkeley, and others, including 
W. Fulke himself. 

Dr. Wilham Fulke, who edited this book, was Master of Pembroke College, 
Cambridge, in 1578. He states in his Dedication to Queen Elizabeth that he was 
induced to bring forth his work owing to the delay in the publication of the longer 
studied Commentaries of others. No doubt he refers chiefly to Thomas Cartwright, 
whose work, undertaken at the suggestion of Walsingham, did not appear till 1618. 
Fulke was also the author of ‘‘ A Defense of the sincere and True Translations of 
the holie Scriptures into the English tong, against the manifolde cavils, frivolous 
quarels, and impudent slaunders of Gregorie Martin, one of the readers of Popish 
divinitie in the trayterous Seminarie of Rhemes . . . (1588).”’ 

This ‘‘ counterblast ’’ to Martin, by printing the Rheims Testament in full, 
side by side with the Bishops’ version, secured for the former a publicity which it 
would not otherwise have obtained, and was indirectly responsible for the marked 
influence which Rheims exerted on the Bible of 1611.

‘‘The Old Testament was translated by William Bedel, or Bedell (1571-1642), 
the eminent Bishop of Kilmore, who died from the results of hardships endured in 
the Irish Rebellion of 1641; aided by Murtagh O’Ciong, or King (who had assisted 
William Daniel in preparing the N.T. of 1602), and Dennis O’Sheriden, or Sheridan ; 
though it was not printed till more than forty years after the death of the principal 
translator. The translation was made in the first instance from the English Bible, 
the marginal readings of which are sometimes preferred to the textual readings ; 
but it appears to have been to some extent compared with other versions and— 
immediately before publication—revised by A. Sall, Narcissus Marsh, Provost of 
Trinity College, Dublin, and subsequently Archbishop of Armagh, and other 
scholars. 

This edition (consisting of about 500 copies), like the New Testament of 1681, 
with which it is uniform, was printed with the Irish type presented by the Hon. 
R. Boyle, and chiefly at his expense. 

‘The type was modelled on that which had been cast for the Jesuits, and 
which was used by them in printing Irish Books at Louvain and Antwerp from 1608 
to 1728, for circulation among Roman Catholics in Ireland. Boyle’s type continued 
in use down to so late as 1820, and the matrices still exist in the possession of 
Messrs. Stephenson, Blake & Co. and Sir Charles Reed & Sons, the type-founders.

James Boswell was born at Edinburgh, 18th October, 1740. He was the eldest 
son of Lord Auchinleck, a judge in the Court of Session, and was educated at the 
Edinburgh High School and at the Uniwwersities of Edinburgh and Glasgow. He 
made the acquaintance of Dr. Johnson in 1763, and the acquaintance quickly ripened 
into a warm friendship. His Account of Corsica, published in 1768, had a great 
success. In 1773 he was elected a member of the famous Literary Club, and, with 
Johnson, made the memorable journey to the Hebrides. In 1775 he entered the Inner 
Temple, and was called to the English Bar in 1786. In 1789 Boswell’s wife died, 
and henceforward his drinking habits gained the better of him; but from his 
drunkard’s hypochondria and money difficulties he found refuge in the preparation 
of his Life of Johnson (1791). But success failed to lift him out of his gloom and 
intemperance, and he died in London, 19th May, 1795. His Life is not so much 
the work of memory as of artistic reproduction; he adds not one word too much, 
but gives us the most vivid dramatic pictures by a few simple but subtle strokes.

I conclude, it is in it selfe a blessed season, a dispersing of the first 
darknesse and the Diall of Alexander. Farewell.

“In ‘this little book of great pains,’ as Broughton himself calls it, he 
attempts to settle the scripture chronology, and to correct profane writers by it. 
The work is interesting, written in a lively style, full of learning and ingenuity, 
but removing all difficulties with a quaint oracular dogmatism, which entertains 
rather than convinces. He holds the absolute incorruptness of the text of both 
testaments, including the Hebrew points. Indeed, he goes so far_in a later work 
as to maintain, respecting the k’thibh and the q’ri, that ‘both of them are of 
God, and of equal authority.’ The ‘Concent’ was attacked in their public pre- 
lections by John Rainolds at Oxford, and Edward Lively at Cambridge. Broughton 
appealed to the Queen (to whom he presented a special copy of the book on 17 
Nov., 1589), to Whitgift and to Aylmer, bishop of London, asking to have the 
points in dispute between Rainolds and himself deterinined by the authority of 
the Archbishops and the two Universities.’ (D.N.B.).

The Duke of Buckingham, born in 1592 and executed in 1628, was the Court 
favourite of King James I., who in 1617 created him Earl of Buckingham. He was 
continued in favour by Charles I. In 1627 Buckingham made up his mind to head 
an expedition to relieve Rochelle, at that time beseiged by the French, this how- 
ever, ended in disaster. Parliament would not grant further money to be wasted 
in this expedition, and a bitter conflict followed between Buckingham and the King. 
Buckingham championed the King’s claim to commit without showing cause; but 
the House of Lords was by this time too incensed to follow his leadership. When 
on Ist June, Charles gave an unsatisfactory answer to the petition of right, the 
Commons held Buckingham responsible for the mischief. On the 7th Eliot attacked 
his policy without mentioning his name. On the Sth Coke named him. “I

think,*’ he said, ‘‘ the Duke of Bucks is the cause of all our miseries, and till the: 
king be informed thereof, we shall never go out with honour, or sit with honour 
here. That man is the grievance of grievances.’’ Selden proposed that his im- 
peacoment should be renewed. The commons proceeded to draw up a remonstrance, 
in which Buckingham’s demerits were set forth, and on the 7th Charles gave his. 
assent to the petition of right in due form. 


After the king’s acceptance of the petition of right the commons voted five 
subsidies, which enabled Buckingham to complete his preparations for a new 
expedition to relieve Rochelle. Yet, though they dropped the proposal to impeach 
the favourite, they compieted their remonstrance, in which his excessive power 
was declared to be the principal cause of the evils under which they suffered. 
They further declared that no man could manage ‘‘so many and weighty affairs. 
of the kingdom as he hath undertaken, besides the ordinary duties of those offices. 
he holds,’ finally expressing a desire that he might no longer continue in office, 
or ‘‘in his place of nearness and counsel about ’”’ the ‘‘ sacred person’’ of the 
king. Charles stood by his overbearing subject. On 16th June he commanded all 
documents relating to the sham prosecution of Buckingham in the Star-chamber in 
1626 to be taken off the file, ‘‘ that no memory thereof remain of the record 
against him which may tend to his disgrace.’’ On the 17th, when the commons. 
appeared with their remonstrance, he prohibited Buckingham from answering, 
though the duke begged to be allowed to speak in his own defence. 


Buckingham was murdered at Portsmouth by John Felton, a discharged officer, 

who, meditating his own wrongs, had found in the remonstrance of the House of 

Commons an inspiration to the deed ag ridding the earth of a tyrant. He had 
acted, he believed, as the champion of God and his country.—(D.N.B.).

On May 15, 1567, Mary Queen 
of Scots was married to James Hepburn, Earl of Bothwell, who on "12 May, had

been created Duke of Orkney. The banns had been proclaimed much against his 
will, by John Craig, Minister of Edinburgh. The marriage was celebrated after 
the Protestant form, by the Bishop of Orkney, in the Council Chamber at Holy- 
rood House. Calderwood says that ‘‘ The Bishop of Orkney, at the marriage, 
made a declaration of the Erle of Bothwell, his repentance for his former offensive 
life; how he had joined himself to the Kirk, and embraced the reformed religion.” 
He adds, ‘‘ but they were married the same day, in the morning, with a masse, as 
was reported by men of credite.’? Mary’s abdication soon followed, on 24 July; 
and on the 29th, at Sterling, her son (born 19 June, 1566, baptised ‘‘ Charles 
James,’’? 17 Dec., according to the Roman rite) was crowned and annointed by the 
Bishop of Orkney. ‘*‘ Mr. Knox and other preachers,’ says Calderwood, ‘‘ re- 
pyned at the ceremonie of annointing, yitt was he annointed.’’ On Dec. 25, the 
general assembly delated in his absence ‘‘ Adam, called Bishop of Orkney ”’ on 
four charges. He had not lately visited ‘‘The Kirks of his countrie; he 
occupyed the rowme of a Judge in the Sessioun, He reteaned in his com- 
panie Frances Bothwell, a Papist, upon whom he had _ bestowed benefices ; 
and he had ‘‘solemnized the marriage betwixt the Queene and the Erle of 
Bothwell. He appeared on the 380th, excused himself from residence in Orkney 
on account of the climate and his health; and denied that he knew F. Bothwell 
was apapist. For solemnizing the Royal Marriage, contrarie an Act made against 
marriage of the divorced adulterer, the assembly deprived him of all function in 
the Ministry until such time as he should satisfy the assembly, for the slaunders 
committed by him.’’? However, on 10 July,.1568, the assembly restored him to the 
ministry, did not renew his commission to superintend the diocese of Orkney, but 
ordered him, as soon as his health permitted, to preach in the Chapel Royal (kirk 
of Halyrudhous) and after sermon confess his owne offnce in the matter of the ill- 
fated marriage. He had probably had enough of his Orkney diocese, which he 
only visited twice; on the second occasion he was wrecked on a sandbank. In 
1570 he exchanged the greater part of the temporalities of the See with Robert 
Stewart, natural brother to Queen Mary, for the Abbacy of Holyrood House. 
His own account of the matter, in his defence to the Assembly in March, 1570, 
is that ‘‘ Lord Robert violentle intruded himself on his whole living, with blood- 
shed, and hurt of his servants; and after he had craved justice, his and his 
servants lives were sought in the verie eyes of justice in Edinburgh, and that was 
constrained, of meere necessitie, to tak the abbacie of Halyrudhous, by advice on 
Sundrie godlie men. He still retained the title of the Bishop of Orkney, and 
added to it that of Abbot of Holyrood House. He was present at the election of 
John, Earl of Mar, as Regent, by the Parliament at Stiriing on 5 Sept., 1571, and 
he was one of the Commissioners appointed by the Regent and Privy Council at 


the Leith Convention on 16 Jan., 1572, to frame a revised ecclesiastical settle- 
ment.’’—(D.N.B.).

“et maintenant d’Alexandre—”’ indicating a subsequent owner. 


Patrick Ruthven, in 1552, was appointed to the command of the footmen of 
the army sent to France: He succeeded his father before 15 December of the same 
year, when the Queen conceded to him and his wife, Janet Douglas, a third part 
of the lands of Dirleton, Haliburton, and Hassindean, Berwickshire. 

When Ruthven, in 1559, was requested by the Queen Regent to suppress the 
Reformation heresy "among the inhabitants of Perth, he is reported to have 
answered ‘‘that he would make their bodies come to her grace, and to prostrate 
themselves before her,’’ but that to ‘‘ cause them to do against their conscience 
he could not promise.”’ 

In February, 1653, Ruthven was chosen a privy councillor of Mary Queen of 
Scots. Referring to his election, Randolph affirmed that the appointment ‘‘ mis- 
liked Moray ”’ on account of his sorcery; that ‘‘an unworthier there is not in 
Scotland than he,’’ and that more might be spoken than he dared write. In a 
later letter he also mentions that the Queen ‘‘ cannot abide him,’’ and that ‘all 
men hate him.’’ The explanation of these rumours regarding Ruthven is partly 
supplied by Knox, who states that the Queen in conversation referred to the 
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‘‘ offering of a ring to her by Lord Ruthven,” and declared that, though at Mait- 
land’s insistance he had been made one of her privy council, she ‘‘ could not love ”’ 
him, for she knew him ‘‘ to use enchantment.’’ 


The first wife of Ruthven having been a Douglas, and his children by her 
being cousins-german of Lord Darnley, Ruthven was naturally a supporter of the 
Darnley marriage. Randolph represents him as the ‘‘ chief councillor’’ of those 
who were bent on the marriage; and Knox states that at Mary’s council at this 
time were only the Earls of Atholl and Lennox and Lord Ruthven. It was 
Ruthven and Atholl who, with three hundred horsemen, escorted the Queen safely 
from Perth through Fife, to Callendar House, when a plot was suspected to have 
been formed by Moray for her capture on the journey south. During the rebellion 
of Moray, after the Queen’s marriage to Darnley, Ruthven also joined the forces 
of the Queen with a command in the rearguard of the battle. 


The rise of Rizzio in the favour of the Queen, accompanied as it was by the 
declining influence of Darnley and of the relatives and friends who had been the 
main supporters of the marriage, was observed by Ruthven with feelings of deep 
resentment. As early as 12 October, 1565, Randolph wrote that Morton and 
Ruthven ‘‘ only spy their time, and make fair weather until it come to the pinch.’’ 
It was probably at the suggestion of Morton or Ruthven that Georze Douglas 
inspired Darnley to apply to Ruthven to aid him against the ‘villa David.”’ 
Ruthven, although then so ill that he ‘‘ was scarcely able to walk twice the length 
of his chamber,’’ agreed to assist him to the utmost of his power, and formally 
made known the proposal to Morton. It was Ruthven and Morton who agreed to 
undertake the management of the arrangements for seizing Rizzio. Their names 
are the only ones known to have been attached to the bond signed by Darnley, and 
probably they were attached as witnesses. Ruthven, in complete armour and pale 
and haggard from his long sickness, was the first of the conspirators to enter the 
Queen’s supper chamber after Darnley had taken his seat beside the Queen. The 
first conjecture of the Queen and her attendants was that he was “‘ raving through 
the vehemency of fever.’’ In a stern voice Ruthven commanded Rizzio to come 
out from the presence of the Queen, ‘‘as it was no place for him’’; and as he 
was about to seize Rizzio, who clung to the garments of the Queen, the other con- 
spirators broke in and hurried Rizzio to the outer chamber. When Atholl, Huntly, 
Bothwell and other nobles then in attendance on the Queen in the palace, alarmed 
at the uproar, appeared to be meditating a rescue, Ruthven went down, and, 
explaining to them that harm was intended to no one except Rizzio, and that they 
were acting at the instance of Darnley, who was present, persuaded them to retire 
to their chambers. He then returned to the Queen’s chamber, and, being faint, 
sat down and called for a cup of wine. Then followed the remarkable conversa- 
tion with the Queen detailed at length by Ruthven in his ‘‘ Relation.’’ After the 
murder, Ruthven, ill though he was, took part with the other conspirators in the 
deliberations as to the future government of the country. After the arrival of 
Moray the Queen was also persuaded to admit him and Morton into her presence 
and grant them a promise of pardon; but on the Queen’s escape to Dunbar they 
fled into England. While in England Ruthven penned the description of the 
murder known as the ‘ Relation’’; but as it was specially intended for the 
perusal of Elizabeth, and-as a justification of the conspiracy on the only ground 
that would be acceptable to Elizabeth—that Mary had been unfaithful to her 
husband—its statements, notwithstanding the graphic ferocity of their tone, are 
open to suspicion. The excitement of the assassination, followed by a_ hurried 
flight into England, brought about a serious reaction in Ruthven’s health, «and 
after several months of great weakness he died at Newcastle on 13 June, 1566.

‘‘ Lopez was the Earl of Leicester’s physician before 1586, and the Queen’s 
chief physician from that date. An accomplished linguist, with friends in all parts 
of Europe, he acted in 1590, at the request of the Earl of Essex, as interpreter to 
Antonio Perez, a victim of Philip IV’s persecution, whom Essex ‘and his associates 
brought to England in order to stimulate the hostility of the English puble to 
Spain. Don Antonio (as the refugee was popularly called) proved “querulous and 
exacting. A quarrel between Lopez and Essex followed. Spanish agents in 
London offered Lopez a bribe to poison Antonio and the Queen. The evidence 
that he assented to the murderous proposal is incomplete, but he was convicted 
of treason, and, although the Queen long delayed signing his death-warrant, he 
was hanged at Tyburn on June 7, 1594. His trial and execution evoked a marked 
display of anti-Semitism on the ‘part of the London populace. Very few Jews 
were domiciled in England at the time. That a Christian named Antonio should 
be the cause of the ruin alike of the greatest Jew in Elizabethan England and of 
the greatest Jew of the Elizabethan drama is a curious confirmation of the theory 
that Lopez was the begetter of Shylock.’’

‘‘ A Sundaye last the King cald Hamilton and L. Deputy and commanded 
them to be friends, saying thaye wayr parsons that he meant to trust with most 
of his business and therefor that they must agree, he (?PHamilton) may’d great 
profesion that he had never spoken to the disadvantage of 93 (L. Deputy) and 
called 65 (the King) to witness, which he did, though La: Carlisle knowse he hase 
endeavoured . . . to keepe Deputy from been Ld. . 

‘“The Queen has mutch lamented this loss of the Soomiatds which F. Ambr. 
takes very ill. Sr. H. Vane hase behav’d himself verie well in H. Percys business 
and hase spoken verie boldly to 65 (the King). But yet cannot be overcome for 
Hamilton dosse hugly oppose it, and_his power | is certainly verie great but the 
Queen is confident it will be done which I fear.’’

The Author, Richard Carpenter, educated 
at Eton and King’s College, Cambridge, was converted to Roman Catholicism by 
an English monk in London, and studied in Rome. He became a Benedictine monk 
at Douay for some time, and was sent as a missionary to England, where, after 
about a year, he returned to the Protestant religion, was ordained, and through 
the intervention of the Archbishop of Canterbury, was presented, in 1635, to the 
small hving of Poling, near Arundel: During his incumbency he was much annoyed 
by the Roman Catholics in Arundel, who lost no opportunity of slandering him or 
holding him up to ridicule before his parishioners, they affirming that his change 
of creed was in “ order to gain a wife,’’ and that ‘‘ he had run away with the wife 
of the man with whom he ‘lodged. oe During the Civil War he went over to Paris 
and again joined the Roman Church, and made it his business to rail at Protes- 
tantism. Returning to England, he joined the Independents, and Dodd’s ‘‘ Church 
History ”’ records that “he played his pulpit pranks according to the humour of 
the time, and became a mere mountebank of religion.’ Towards the latter part 
of his life he became very serious, and, in company with his wife, embraced 
Catholicism for a third time.

‘The poem, which possesses considerable merit, was edited by Izaak Walton, 
whose preface is dated 7 May, 1678, though the work was not published till five 
years later, when the editor was ninety years old. In the ‘ Compleat Angler,’ 
published thirty years before, there occur two songs—‘ O, the sweet content- 
ment,’ and ‘ Oh, the gallant fisher’s life ’—signed ‘Io Chalkhill.? So meagre were

This First Collected Edition of Chaucer deserves to rank in many ways with 
the First Folio of Shakespeare, 1623. 

It is noteworthy that just one hundred years separate the first Chaucer Folio 
(1532) from the second Folio of Shakespeare (1632). 

It ws further noteworthy that, as in the case of Shakespeare, there are four 
Folio editions of Chaucer. Of these four, Thynne’s edition of 1532 is the only 
one of real value, as all the rest are derived from it. 

It is of special value as an original authority. There is no other known 
source for ‘‘ Testament of Love,’’ or for the Ballads entitled ‘‘ The Flower of 
Curtesye,’’ ‘‘To my Sovereign Lady,’’ or ‘‘ A Goodly Ballad.’’ 

Of the ‘‘ Testament of Cresseid,’’ the only other authority is the later (but 
independent) edition of 1593. 

Of ‘‘ Praise of Peace ’’ and the ‘‘ Romaunt of the Rose,’’ there is no other 
authority except one MS. In the case of the Romaunt, Thynne’s text is better 
than that of the MS., and supplies many missing lines, inclusive of lines 1-44. 

Thynne is also an authority for the ‘‘ Ballad of Good Counsel,’’ the ‘‘ Envoy 
to Bukton,’’ and the ‘‘ Assembly of Ladies,’’ of which there are two other copies ; 
and for the ‘‘ Envoy to Scogan,’’ and the ‘‘ Book of the Duchess,’’ of which there 
are three MSS. For lines 31-96 of the last mentioned, which are missing in two 
of the MSS., Thynne is the best authority. 

In other cases, the text of Thynne is also, in general, well worth consulting, 
notably in the case of ‘‘ Troilus and Cressida.”’

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CHESTERFIELD (Philip Dormer Stanhope, Earl of), 1694-1773. 


An enlightened statesman, an orator, a conspicuous wit, and a man of almost 
universal accomplishments; but chiefly remembered as the author of the famous 
“ Letters” to his son. 


Chesterfield was born in London September 22, 1694. He studied at Cam- 
bridge, made the grand tour, and sat in the House of Commons as member for St. 
Germains in Cornwall from 1716 to 1726, when he succeeded his father as fourth 
Earl of Chesterfield. In 1730 he was made Lord Steward of the Household. Until 
then, as a Whig, he supported Walpole; but being ousted from office for voting 
against the excise bill, he went over to the opposition, and was one of Walpole’s 
bitterest antagonists. He joined the Pelham ministry in 1744, made an excellent 
Irish Lord-Lieutenant in 1745, and was in 1746 one of the principal secretaries of 
state. Intimate with Swift, Pope, and Bolingbroke, he drew from Johnson the 
famous indignant letter. He died March 24, 1773.

Fifteenth-century manuscript of an important prose chronicle of English 
history, which is brought down to the year 1461, when Edward IVth began to 
reign. The Chronicle begins with the story of Albina and her 28 sisters, daugh- 
ters of a king of Greece; how they were sent adrift in a boat for attempting to 
murder their husbands, and in what manner they discovered Britain and called 
it Albion; and how they consorted with Incubi and how they bore a race of giants 
which held the island until the coming of Brut. 


The first chapter is headed :—‘‘ How this land was first called Albion and of 
whom it hadde yat name and how the Geanntez were i gote ye shal here as foloweth 
afterward Capliu pimu.’ 


The foundation of this MS. according to Sir Frederic Madden. a former 
Keeper of the Manuscripts at ce British Museum, the prose chronicle of the 
Brut ‘‘ Chronicle of the Brut’ is not used simply for a history of the doings 
of Brut, the legendary king who slew the race of giants and gave Britain its name, 
but more often refers to a chronicle of the kings of England from the time of the 
Brut. The chronicles of the Brut all have as their basis Geoffrey of Monmouth’s 
‘‘ Historia Regum Britanniae,’’ written about 1188. 


The text of the Brut was followed pretty closely by the author of this 
chronicle up to the end of Edward III; but from Richard II, to the end, about

140 pages, there are such deviations and additions that Sir Frederic Madden was 
strongly of the opinion that the latter portion of the MS. should be published as 
a Camden volume. 


The report of Sir Frederic Madden on the MS. was as follows :— 


‘‘T find that the ground work of the whole is the prose chron. of the Brut. 
; The writer of the MS. has abridged the Brut, occasionally altermg ihe 
phraseology, and introducing now and then additional matter from common 
sources, as far as the end of Edward the IIId’s reign. Up to this date, I have 
only noticed one addition of any moment, which related to Bp. Grostete (Grosset- 
este, Bishop of Lincoln) and gives a new story of nis difference with the Pope. 
From the beginning of the reign of Richard the Second, to the end of the MS., 
the maiter is more valuable, and I should judge this portion to be well deserving 
to be printed. 


‘‘The Brut remains as before, the thread of the narrative, but there are large 
and curious additions, some of which I do not find anywhere else, for instance the 
conversation between Henry the fourth and the monk relative to the rumour of 
Richard being alive—the notice of Abp. Arundel’s sermon at the castle of Flint 
—the abjuration, etc. of Reginald Pocock of heresy—the Yorkist ballad set upon 
the gates of Canterbury, etc., etc. Several minor details not in the Brut, are 
probably to be found in Walsingham, Knyghten or others, but as they are here 
told in English they may be considered as forming an original text, ae 


‘In the margins of the MS.. particularly towards the close are several notes 
an the handwriting of STOWE, who certainly made use of this MS. (but without 





specifying it) in his annals, and after him . . . it was used by Speed, into 
whose hands it had fallen. 

“6. ~)6. «I am decidedly of the opinion that the latter part of the MS., from 
Richard II. would make an interesting Camden volume. F. Madden.” 


The MS. is in an excellent state of preservation, except as regards the very 
end of Edward III’s reign and the beginning of Richard II: eight leaves of this 
part are badly mutilated and one or two leaves appear to be completely missing. 
We estimate that the MS. was originally composed of 227 leaves (not counting the 
five blank leaves at the end), of these, 214 leaves remain intact. It seems that 
the MS. is the work of two scribes; a distinct change in the handwriting takes 
place at the foot of folio 189. The marginal guide-notes, which are in the same 
handwriting as the body of the MS., are, up to folio 186, in Latin, and beyond, 
in English. The vellum fly-leaf at the beginning is apparently from a MS. Latin 
Grammar of the XI Vth century. 


John Stow, the sixteenth-century historian, was at one time in possession of 
this MS., as there are several notes in his handwriting, particularly towards the 
close; he certainly made use of it in his ‘‘ Annals of England,’’ but without 
specifying it. The MS. was afterwards used by John Speed, author of ‘‘ The 
History of Great Britaine,’’ 1611, into whose hands it had passed. On a strip of 
paper pasted inside the front cover are seven pen-drawn Arms of early British 
kings, with an inscription in the handwriting of Speed: ‘‘ Abstracted out of 
Speede’s Table of Genealogies.”’

COLLIER CONTROVERSY. 


In March, 1697-8, Jeremy Collier (1650-1726), non-juror, published his famous 
attack on the corruptions of the stage, “‘ Short View of the Immorality and Pro- 
faneness of the English Stage,” in which while he attacks the English dramatists 
generally, he deals most sharply with contemporary writers, and especially with their 
latest works. It appeared at a time when the immorality of the theatre had reached 
its utmost pitch. Collier's mode of dealing was unsparing and courageous. He was 
hindered by no fear and no respect of persons. Dryden and Congreve receive no 
more defence than D’Urfey. Collier's “ Short View’ met with marvellous success 
and gave rise to avery heated controversy for and against. Dryden, indeed, declined 
the conflict, but Congreve wrote an angry reply, full of abuse, but wanting altke 
in wisdom and in wit. Vanbrugh had little better success, though he pointed out a 
flaw or two in his great adversary’s pamphlet. Both were answered in crushing 
style by Collier. The wretched D'Urfew tried to retaliate in a song and a preface. 
Others followed—Dennis, Drake, Filmer, and a crowd of small and anonymous 
writers. Collier renewed his attack, and, in spite of all the efforts of the poets, 
remained the victor.

This very interesting Poetical Manuscript may be in the hand of Thomas Ran- 
dolph himself, for the principal piece which it contains is a long and incomplete 
poem by him, entitled ‘‘ Thomas Randolf’s Salting,’’ which, hitherto, is apparently 
unknown, as Randolph’s undergraduate verses have been lost. We know that 
upon occasion he wrote English verses which circulated among his fellows, and 
that as early as 1626 at least he had acquired the reputation of a wit. 

The poem begins :— 

‘‘ No salting here these many years was seene, 
Salt hath with us long out of season bene.”’ 
And satirizes by name a number of Randolph’s contemporaries under the figure 
of dishes at a feast. Most of the names can be identified as at Trinity in the 
period 1624-1627. 

The practice of salting may be illustrated from two quotations in the Oxford 
English Dictionary.—Fraunce Lawiers Logike, 1588—‘‘ Having more knowen the 
price of an admission, Salting, and Matriculation, with the intertayning of Fresh- 
menne in the Rhetorike schooles.’’ Twyne in MS. Twyne XXI (Bodley), 1644.— 
‘‘The salting of fresh men which hath been antiently and is yet at Oxtord used 
at their first comminge.’’ Here it appears to be employed as a satirical form for 
bantering men of different years, having apparently fallen into disuse (at Trinity, 
Cambridge, at least), in its original form at this time.

‘The proclamation of James VI. as King of England, having been announced 
on the death of Queen Elizabeth onthe 24th March, 1603, he immediately pro- 
ceeded to take possession of his new inheritance. After taking leave of his own 
countrymen in the Scottish metropolis, he set forward amidst the rejoicing and 
festivities of his new subjects to the seat of the British capital, distributing by 
the way a profusion of titles and distinctions, and conferring the honour of 
knighthood upon more than two hundred persons. The entertainments and hos- 
pitalities he received on his progress from his English subjects were so numerous 
and gratitying, that several weeks elapsed before he reached London. On arrival 
there he was welcomed with great joy and acclamations, and among other pageants 
prepared for his diversion was the ‘ Magnificent Entertainment,’ the account of 
which by Dekker we offer for sale. This, owing to the dreadful plague which then 
prevailed in London, and to James’s hunting and feasting in the country, had 
been much delayed, so that nearly twelve months had elapsed from the period of 
his accession to his public entry from the Tower, and was much curtailed in the 
representation as well as in its passage through the city. It commences with

Catholic faith. It is entirely in Sir Kenelm Digby’s Autograph and the fly leaf 
is endorsed by him ‘‘ Copie of my letter of the 18 of 7ber 1636 to Mr. Walter 
Montague att Turin; wh:I not going out of the towne the next day (as when I 
wrote it, I intended) had meanes to take.”’ 


After 1636 Digby professed protestantism, and gave Archbishop Laud the 
impression that he had permanently abandoned Roman Catholicism. A letter 
from James Howell to Strafford shows, however, that before October 1635, Digby 
had returned to Rome. On 27 March, 1636 Laud acknowledged a letter, in which 
Digby accounted for his reconversion. Digby was in France at the time, and 
published in Paris in 1638 ‘‘ A Conference with a Lady about choice of a Reli- 
gion’? in which he urged that a church must prove uninterrupted possession of 
authority to guarantee salvation to its adherents, but might allow liberty of 
opinion in subsidiary matters. 


The letter is addressed to Walter Montagu (son of Sir Henry Montagu, First 
Earl of Manchester), whose conversion to Rome was a matter of gossip at the 
court. On his return to England he zealously seconded Father Con’s efforts to 
induce the queen to take an active part in the propagation of the Roman Catholic 
religion. He also acted in April, 1639, with Digby as her majesty’s agent in 
collecting a contribution from the catholics towards defraying the expense of the 
royal army. He became Abbot of St. Martin’s, near Pontoise.

As long as the Catholike church in general remaineth sound, and pre- 
serveth uncorruptedly the saving: doctrine of Christ, we have the end we ayme att 
in the succession of our Church.’’

‘¢ William Faques, who succeeded Peter Acton, the first stationer to the 
King, as the first King’s Printer, is but a very shadowy figure, and of his life 
we know nothing. He was a native of Normandy, and Herbert suggests, but 
without any reason, tnat he may have learned his art with Jean le Bourgeois. 
The only date connected with his books is 1504, in which year he printed a proclama- 
tion on the coinage, the Statutes of the Nineteenth Year of Henry VII, and a 
Latin Psalter. This last book shows that unknown or not Faques was a skilful 
printer, for it is one of the most beautiful books issued from the early English 
press. . . . William Faques no doubt died in 1508 for R. Pynson was 
appointed King’s Printer in that year.’’—(E. G. Duff, Westminster and London 
Printers, 1476-1535). 

Specimens of the printing of Wiliam Faques are excessively rare. Seven 
books in all have been assigned to his press; of these, two are known only by 
fragments, and, of the other five, several are known only by unique copies.

One of the foremost poets of his day. Ben Jonson esteemed him “ the first 
poet in the world in some things.’ Dryden called him “ the greatest wit.’ 


John Donne was born in London in 1573. His mother was the daughter of 
John Heywood, the epigrammatst, himself related to Sir Thomas More. He was 
brought up a Catholic; in 1584 was admitted to Hart Hall, Oxford; and here began 
Ais life-long friendship with Sir Henry Wotton. He entered Lincoln’s Inn in 1592. 
After careful examination of the points at issue, he joined the Anglican Communion; 
in 1596 he accompanied the Cadiz Expedition of Essex, and on his return from the 
“Island Voyage’ (1597), was secretary to the lord-keeper. Here he made the 
acquaintance of many of the chief men of his day, and wrote, without printing it, 
great part of his poetry. His Divine Poems were completed about 1607. His first 
poem to be printed was his famous elegy (1611) on the daughter of Sir Robert Drury. 
Donne was ordained in 1615, and almost at once appointed a royal chaplain. He 
quickly took the front rank among the preachers of the time, and was elevated to the 
deanery of St. Paul’s in 1621. He died 31st March, 1631, and was burted in St. Paul's.

‘‘Donne’s Juvenilia are clever and entertaining trifies, which were probably 
written before 1600 during the more wanton period of their author’s life. Owing 
to their scurrilous nature they could not be published during Donne’s lifetime, but 
in 1632, shortly after his death, part of them were licensed by Sir Henry Herbert. 
The licenses were granted on October 25, 1632, but on November 14 an order of 
inquiry was delivered at the King’s command by the Bishop of London calling 
upon Sir Henry Herbert to explain before the Board of the Star Chamber his 
reasons ‘‘ why hee warranted the booke of D. Duns paradoxes to bee printed.” 
The inquiry, however, was ineffectual in preventing the publication of the book, 
the title-page of which is dated 1633. It is not known thr ough what channels the 
publisher, Henry Seyle, obtained possession of the text, but it is probable that the 
publication was quite unauthorised, and took place even without the knowledge of 
John Denne, Jun., who, in his edition of 1652, makes no reference to any previous 
issues. Although’ the King did not succeed’ in stopping the publication of the 
Juvenilia, the licences were withdrawn, so that when the demand for the book 
encour aged the publication of a second edition during the same year, the publisher 
took upon himself to issue it unlicensed. »»__(Keynes).

Atterbury proved a very able man, if not a great divine. He mingled politics 
too much with religion, perhaps, though the two subjects were so strangely mixed 
up in that eventful time that it wag all but impossible for a public character to 
disentangle the one from the other. His name will always be remembered as 
prominent in the complicated history of the church and nation of England in the 
latter part of the seventeenth and the early part of the eighteenth century.

An extremely interesting and important Historical Document signed by the 
boy King Edward in the fourth year of his short reign, when only thirteen years 
of age. 

Somerset, who also signs the document, had been deposed as ‘‘ Protector ”’ 
the previous year and imprisoned in the Tower of London. After pleading guilty 
to various offences he was sentenced to be deprived of estates which he had 
appropriated to the value of £2,000 a year and forbidden to approach the Court 
without permission. In three months, however, most of these estates had been 
restored to him, and he himself returned to the Privy Council with virtually as 
much power as before. 

On this document his name appears first among the five Councillors and as 
bold and imposing as that of his nephew King Edward at the head. To a large 
extent, Somerset was deposed from the Protectorate on account of the terrible 
financial difficulties in which England found herself. Money had been borrowed 
at high rates of interest from the Antwerp Jews. Bills had been renewed time 
and again till the Council were at their wits’ ends to find the wherewithal to pay 
interest, let alone principal. The coinage had been debased and fraudulent coins 
put in circulation to an enormous extent. 

Bishop Latimer, preaching before the Court in March 1550, delivered a 
Sermon in which in plain words he told the King and Court the truth of the state 
of affairs which stirred them to take some action. This need for money as much 
as the zeal against superstition was the pretext for the pillage of the churches. 
The present Warrant is in connection with the melting down of the Shrines, 
Crucifixes, and Church Plate.

Froude in his ‘‘ History ’’ writes: 

‘¢ An Order of the Council had been sent out this year 1550, for all the plate 
remaining in all the churches in England to be brought to the Treasury. ‘ All the 
Church Plate in the Tower was to be melted into wedges’ for the great ‘ cesspool ’ 
and so narrow was the gleaning ‘ the gold, silver and jewels’ were ordered to be 
stripped from the mass books, legend books, and such like in his Highness’s library 
at Westminster. It is to be admitted that by this, the public expenditure was 
slightly reduced, the debts partially paid off.’ 

The document reads :— 

‘‘Hdward the VIth. by the grace of God of England and Ireland, King Defender 
of the Faith and on earth supreme hedd of the Churche of Englande and also of 
Ireland. Te all and singly our officers of our Exchequer, Chauncellors and other 
our officers and ministers of our Courte of Augmentations and Revenues of our 
Crowne, and to all others of our Auditors and officers in whome on this behalfe, 
it shall or may appertain, gretings. Whereas our trustie and wellbeloved Sir 
Anthony Auchar, Knight, treasurer of our Jewels hath by our Commandment and 
advise of our Counsil delivered to Sir Edmonde Pelham Knight, High Treasurer 
of our Mint by our Indenture bearing date the XIII. of September, the fourth year 
of our Reign in gold plate undefaced. One thousand fifty seven onces . . . at 
the breaking of which plate there was found in certain bases or feet of Crosses 
silver gilt plate CCCLIIM oz. & delivered to the said Sir Edmonde in Stones and 
pearls XVI oz. Remaining with the said Sir Anthony more in waste as. in Timber, 
Iron, Lead, Copper, Tin and such like rubbish LVII oz. So as the said Sir 
Edmonde hath remaining in his handes to our hope in clear gold, Six Hundred 
XXII oz. and in silver gilt plate CCCLIII oz. as aforesaid, as by the said indenture 
remaining with the said Sir Anthony, signed with the handes of the said) Edmonde 
annexed to a Schedule, purporting particularly the parcels of the same plate the 
double whereof remaineth with the said Sir Edmonde signed with the handes of 


the said Sir Anthony. . . . Out pleasure and commandment is that in con- 
sideration of the premises you shall clearly exonerate acquit and discharge the

this was a blank, & the work was originally issued without separate title. There 
is no copy in the British Museum, or is 1t mentioned by Lownes. 

In 1562 Jerome Osorio da Fonseca, a Portuguese priest, published the above 
letter in French and Latin, in an endeavour to persuade Queen Elzabeth to 
return to the communion of the catholic church. Walter Haddon, who had been 
responsible for the reform of the ecclesiastical laws under Cranmer and had in 
1560 superintended the publication of Elizabeth’s Latin prayer-book; was, by 
direction of the government, authorised to write an answer. This he did under 
the title ‘‘Gualtheri Haddoni, pro Reformatione Anglicana Epistola Apologetica 
ad Hier. Osorium, Lusitanum.”’ This letter caused considerable feeling at home 
and abroad, and gave rise to a lengthy controversy.

It is one of the most important Proclamations ever issued. No event in 
English history, not even the Gunpowder Plot, produced so deep and enduring an 
effect on England’s attitude to the Catholic Church. Englishmen never forgot 
their Queen’s excommunication. Whenever in later ages men’s minds were stirred 
up against the Roman Church, the remembrance of 1570 was enough to justify 
their implacable hatred. It resulted in the Romish Schism in England—Anglo- 
Catholicism as opposed to Anglo-Romanism is said to date from 1570. Elizabeth’s 
excommunication has been called ‘‘ the supreme effort of the counter-reformation.’’ 
It was the church’s last and most striking attempt to withstand the reformation in 
the spirit of the middle ages and restore her broken unity by the aid of spiritual 
and temporal weapons combined. 


The authorities at Rome had been exasperated by finding that the English 
Catholics were becoming, year by year, more satisfied with the state of ecclesias- 
tical affairs in their native country under Queen Elizabeth; and that having re-

nounced all allegiance to the papal throne, they were not prepared to accept the 
decrees of the Tridentine Council. 


As a result Pope Pius V, one time a Dominican inquisitor, austere, zealous and 
determined, devoted all his energies to the suppression of heresy and an endeavour 
to bring the Anglo-Catholics back to the Mother Church. Though a man of fervent 
piety and blameless life, he shrunk from no measures which were likely to put down 
the schism. He proceeded to the excommunication of Queen Elizabeth; but he did 
it secretly that it might not be prevented by the remonstrances of France or Spain. 
The Bull was issued on 25th February, 1570. It had, however, the opposite effect 
to the one desired. It was felt by Elizabeth and her Ministers to be a declaration 
of war; and was resented by the mass of the English people as an act of agression. 
The Queen issued a complimentary address to the Anglo-Catholics, mostly timely 
and well advised. It showed to Englishmen how her reforming government could 
distinguish between Anglo-Catholics and Papists: it proclaimed to all Europe that 
the disturbances in her realm were occasioned, not by her own subjects, but by the 
eee of the foreigner, and by the malcontents at Rome and in the Romish 

eminaries. 


In England this Bull first came to light by the instrumentality of John Felton, 
a catholic layman. Obtaining copies from the Spanish Ambassador’s chaplain, he 
published it in this country by affixing a copy to the gates of the Bishop of Lon- 
don’s palace in the early hours of the morniug of May 15th, 1570. The result was 
his speedy apprehension and execution. He was beatified by decree of Pope 
Leo XIII, dated 29th Dec., 1886. 


The following is a translation of the most important passages in this rare 
proclamation. The Pope first generalises on his efforts to suppress heresy and 
unite the Roman Catholic Church, then takes the particular case of Queen Eliza- 
beth, detailing her many crimes against the Catholic Church, before passing a 
sentence of Excommunication : — 


‘‘But the number of the wicked have obtained such power that there is now 
no place in all the Earth which they have not sought to corrupt with their evil 
doctrines ; foremost amongst them works Elizabeth, slave of wickedness, pretended 
Queen of England, to whom the most pernitious of all have fled and there found 
refuge. 

‘Tt is she who, having seized the throne, monstrously usurped the position of 
the Supreme Head of the Church in England and the chief jurisdiction and authority 
of the same, and has cast the same kingdom which formerly was restored to the 
Catholic Faith, and which then brought forth good fruit, into miserable ruin. For 
she by the strength of her power has forbidden the exercise of the true religion 
which formerly was overturned by Henry VIII, the deserter of the same, and was 
since restored, by the aid of this court, by Mary, Queen of England, of illustrious 
memory; she has followed and adopted the errors of the Heretics; has destroyed 
and filled with obscure men and heretics the royal council which was composed of 
English Nobles; she has oppressed those who remained faithful to the Catholic 
Faith; she has set up again the unworthy preachers and the Ministers of wicked- 
ness. She has abolished the sacrifice of the Mass, the prayers (for the dead), 
Fasts, Distinction of Meats, Celibacy and catholic ceremonies; she has caused to 
be distributed throughout all the kingdom books containing manifest heresy; she 
has received and observed according to the writings of Calvin. She has expelled 
Bishops, Rectors and Priests from their Churches and Benefices, and has disposed 
of these and of other Ecclesiastical property to heretics. She has forbidden the

Bishops, Clergy and people to recognise the Roman Church, and ordered them to 
obey her ordinances and Canon Laws. She has forced many people to keep her 
detestable laws, to abjure the authority and power of the Roman Pontif, and to 
recognise her as sole ruler in matters temporal and Spiritual. She has imposed 
penalties and punishment on those who give hearing to us and exacts the same on 
those who preserve in the Unity of the faith and in obedience to the Church; she 
has thrown into prison Bishops and Rectors of the Catholic Church, where many 
of them, overwhelmed by long weariness and grief have ended their days in 
misery. . . . Being impelled by necessity, we can no longer hold in our dis- 
pleasure from punishing her, whose ancestors have merited so much from the 
Christian Commonweal. 


‘‘ Having thus undertaken the authority of him who set us up, according to 
his will, in his sovereign seat of Justice, although unworthy of so great a position, 
We, by the fulnesse of our Apostolic Power, do declare that the said Elizabeth, 
Heretic and Protector of Heretics, and those who support her in the aforesaid 
matters, have incurred sentence of Excommunication and are cut off from the Unity 
of the Body of Christ. (We do declare) that she is deprived of the right, which 
she pretends to the aforesaid Kingdom, and from all and every Lorship, Dignity 
and Privilege, and that the Nobles and, People of the said realm and all others who 
have in any way sworn faith to her, are completely and for ever absolved from such 
oath and from all Feudal duties and obedience,—for We by this present authority P 
do absolve them, and We do deprive the said Elizabeth of-the right which she pre- 
tends to the said kingdom and from all other rights aforesaid. . 


‘““ We command and enjoin that everyone of her nobles, subjects and peoples 
and others aforesaid shall not obey her or her proclamations, ordinances and laws. 
Those who do so shall in like manner be lable to the sentence of Excommunication. 


‘¢ And to those who shall find it too inexpedient to carry out these present 
orders we desire them to carry out this work—that copies of the same should be 
written out by hand of the Public Notary and sealed with the seal of a Bishop 
of the Church or with the seal of his Court, and that all people shall practice their 
faith both in court or without (i.e., both in times of trial and otherwise), through- 
out all the World to the end that these present orders be exhibited and displayed. 


‘Given at Rome from St. Peter’s, 25th February, in the year of our Lord 
_ 1569 (1570), and in the 5th year of our Pontificate.”’

The colours 
employed, besides those already named, are two tints of green 
and arich yellow; the ground ts minutely dotted with black, and 


a little gold is invariably introduced amongst the flowers of the 
ornamental border.

lower edges of the volume would be; there are two imitative 
clasps of gilt wood.

Circular Elizabethan Fruit Trenchers are found occasionally, but a complete 


_ set of rectangular shape is almost unique; only one other set being known—that in 


the Bodleian Library, Oxford, which is also in its book-like case. 


This set was discovered about the year 1825 in Elmley Castle, Worcestershire, 
and came into the possession of Miss Bird, of Severn Stoke, Worcester. It has been 
exhibited at the Winchester meeting of the British Archaeological Institute, 
Society of Antiquaries, etc. 


Several pamphlets have been written describing the set, cone by A. H. Church, 
and another by Albert Way the Antiquary, etc. These pamphlets accompany the 
set, together with the Original Manuscript of Albert Way’s pamphlet; and a large 
parcel of Notes and Correspondence, extending over many years, with regard to 
these Trenchers. 


SHAKESPEARE in ‘‘ Measure for Measure’’ writes ‘‘A Fruit Dish, a Dish of 
Some Three Pence ’’—Halliwell-Phillipps, in his great edition of Shakespeare, 
published in 16 volumes, folio, in 1854, refers to this line and gives an illustration 
of a circular wooden fruit trencher (as a rectangular one was unknown to him at 
the time). 


Puttenham has a curious note in the ‘‘ Art of English Poesie,’’ published in 
1589, under the chapter on ‘“‘ posies ’’ ;— 


‘‘There be also another like epigrams that were sent usually for new yeare’s 
gifts, or to be printed or put upon banketting dishes of sugar plate, or of March 
paines, &c., they were called Nenia or Apophoreta, and never contained above one 
verse, or two at the most, but the shorter the better. We call them poesies, and 
do paint them now-a-dayes upon the back sides of our fruit-trenchers of wood, or 
use them as devises in ringes and armes.’’ 

Shakespeare refers several times to trenchers : — 

‘¢ Hold a trencher, jesting merrily.”’ 
(Love’s Labour Lost). 
‘There take it to you, trenches, cups, and all.’’ 
(Taming of the Shrew). 
Etc., etc. 
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These trenchers were not only used for fruit, but for handing round sweet- 
meats, etc. :— 


‘Tt was the usage in old times to close the banquet with ‘ confettes,’ sugar 
plate, fertes with other subtilties, with ‘ Ipocrass,’ served to the guests as they 
stood at the board, after grace was said. The period has not been stated at 
which the fashion of desserts and long sittings after the principal meal in the day 
became an established custom. Jt was, doubtless, at the time when that repast, 
which during the reign of Elizabeth had been at eleven before noon, amongst the 
higher classes in England, took the place ot the supper, usually served at five, or 
between five and six, at that period. The prolonged revelry, once known as the 
‘reare supper,’ may have led to the custom of following up the dinner with a 
sumptuous dessert. Be this as it may, there can be little question that the 
concluding service of the social meal, composed, as Harrisen, who wrote about the 
year 1579, informs us, of ‘ fruit and conceits of all sorts,’ was dispensed upon the 
ornamental trenchers above described.’

The marriage of James I’s daughter, the Princess Elizabeth, with Frederick 
of Bohemia, was enlivened by an exceptionally lavish dramatic entertainment 
which was furnished by the Actors of the Blackfriars and Globe Theatres. Shake- 
speare’s ‘‘Tempest’’ was one of the plays performed. Princess Elizabeth was likened 
to Miranda, an Island Princess, and it has been suggested by Tieck that ‘‘ The 
Tempest ”’ was actually written by Shakespeare for Princess Elizabeth’s marriage. 
Another play performed at the marriage was ‘‘ Cardenna,’’ which was twice acted 
by Shakespeare’s Court in 1613. This is supposed to be the last play, ‘‘ History 
of Cardenio,’’? by Fletcher and Shakespeare. ‘‘ King Henry VIII” was produced 
at the ‘ Globe ” early in 1613. Sir Sidney Lee states that in all ‘‘ no fewer than 
seven pieces of Shakespeare’s undoubted authorship, as well as the lost play of 
‘* Cardenio,’’ for which he divided the credit with J ohn Fletcher,’’ were celebrated 
at Court upon the occasion of the marriage.

This poem, which we believe is unpublished, is undoubtedly the finest Elegy 
composed by this famous poet, and for beauty and expression will rank as one 
of the greatest poems of the early part of the 17th century. 


1é is written in two hands, the first two pages being in the Elizabethan 
style of writing, and the remainder in the Italian style of writing, but the 
whole poem is evidently written by the same person, as on the last page the 
Elizabethan hand is again adopted for certain words. 


We have been comparing the writing with a letter of Falkland’s written 
at a much later period, and find that there are a number of similarities, so 
we are inclined to the belief that the Manuscript is in the hand of Falkland. 


On the blank wrapper is his name and that of his wife :—

We can date the Manuscript about 1640 from certain lines in the poem :— 


“Next death I aske what reson did thee make

Henry Fielding was born at Sharpham Park, Glastonbury, 22nd April, 1707. 
He was educated at Eton, and after the production of his first comedy, “ Love in 
Several Masques” (1728), became a student of literature at Leyden Unuwersity. 
In 1734 he married Charlotte Cradock, his model for “ Sophia Western.” In 
November, 1737, he became a student of Middle Temple, being called to the Bar in 
1740. He did not relinquish literature, however, and his début came in 1742 with 
“Joseph Andrews,’ not long after Richardson published his popular * Pamela.” 
Designing at first no more than raillery, his plan grew, and “ Joseph Andrews” 
became a novel of life and manners, with a group of characters, of which one, Parson 
Adams, is immortal. Three volumes of “ Miscellanies,” published in 1743, included 
the surpassing study in trony, “ Mr. Jonathan Wild the Great.” In 1747 he became 
a justice of the peace for Westminster. In 1749 he published “ Tom Jones”’; and 
less than three years later came a third novel,“ Amelia.” In 1754 he quitted England 
for Lisbon in search of health, and died there, 8th October, 1754, aged forty-e1ght.

An extremely interesting letter relating to a meeting which tcok place within 
the precincts of the Tower, between the Earl of Somerset who was being taken 
before the Commissioners, and Sir Walter Raleigh and the Earl of Northumberland 
both of whom refused to return Somerset’s salute, ‘‘ Sir Walter did palpably 
laugh in his face.”’ 

Two years before James I came to the throne, he was systematically informed 
that Raleigh was opposed to his claims, and the result was that James crossed the 
border with a strong prepossession against Sir Walter. A few months later, 
Raleigh was summoned before the lords of the council who examined him as to 
any knowledge he might have of the plot ‘‘ to surprise the king’s person,’’ or of 
any plot contrived between Lord Cobham and Count Aremberg, the Spanish agent 
in London. Raleigh was ordered to be executed on the 11th December, but on 
the 10th, was reprieved, and committed to the Tower, where he resided until 1616. 

‘Good Brother, I have this days receyved your letter by wch. I understand 
wt. you did not recyve my letter till yr last weeke, wch. was long since both writt 
& delivered ye Charier & therefore I cannot but much blame his negligence whom 
when you see I wish you would admonish him to be both more carefull & speedie in 
his deliverie. Since my last comming to towne wth. Sr. Rob. Vernon I went againe 
with him out of towne & stayed some 5 or 6 dayes with him. Otherwise you had 
hard from me ye last weeke. You wright me notice of a letter you sent me by my bro. 
Braddes sonne whom I have not seene nor receyved your letter & therfore cannott 
shape an answere to ye contents thereof. I wish you would send some remembrance 
to Mrs. Hill wch willbe well accepted. I suppose I shalbe sent for to Newmarkett 
before ye returne of ye king wherupon I presume by reason of a late letter I 
receyved from Sr. Rob. Vernon to ye same effect which hath intimated to me some 
diligence & care by some friends of mine ther to forward yt wth wch I have 
acquainted you somewhat & shall further then resolve you. The L. Chancellor hath 
kept his chamber this fortnight having been verie sick of a cold; I came now from 
thence & I certaynelie understand yt he is verie sick & not like to escape; yester- 
daye he fell in a sounde & remayned in it a good space, & since his sickness hath 
been verie melancholye & have sequestrated himselfe from all businesses with an in- 
disposition of this world ; whereof I have had perfect intelligence. J have noe newes 
to impart, here hath been little speech of an arraignement, wch. is adjoined till this 
daye sennett, but whether it will hold is not certaynely knowen. Some 3 days before 
my L. Chancellor fell sick ye Lords Commissioners were at ye Tower to re-examine 
my L. Sommersett; I was then ther & ye Earle being conducted from his lodging 
to ye Lords, my L. of Northumberland & Sir Walter Rawly standing in his waye & 
both most kindly saluted by him, Sr. Walter did palpably laugh in his face & ye 
other with a disdaine set his eye upon him & put not soe much as a finger to his 
hatt to return a salute; this day I did heare at my L. Treasorers yt this day 
sennett should be arranged ye Lord & ye Ladie but since by others I have hard it 
eontradicted but it was told me by our verie neare my L. Tre. that ye Ladie hath ~ 
hir pardon but ye Lord not. My L. Treasorer carrieth himselfe very resolvedly weh. 
is much wondered at, but I understand of some odd opposition between him & the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, who strives to interrupt ye resolutions of ye other wch.

The Jury are chosen from the 
passers-by, and Velvet Breeches and Cloth Breeches iespectively challenge the 
proposed jurymen, and reject or select them; and in doing so give a character 
sketch of each one. 


The last to come along are a Poet, a Player, and a Musician. Of these three 
the Poet is chosen for the Jury, and the Player and the Musician are rejected, 
as according to Cloth Breeches they are so humble that they are base minded.

This attack on the player is evidently meant by Greene to refer directly to 
Shakespeare, for in his ‘‘ Groatsworth of Wit’’ he refers to him again as ‘‘ an 
upstart Crow, beautified with our feathers . . . the onely Shake-scene in a 
countrie,’’ and for which attack Henry Chettle, the publisher, apologises in his 
‘‘ Kind Hartes Dreame.”’ 


Greene in the ‘‘ Upstart Courtier ’? makes the same reference to King Stephen 
as Shakespeare does in Othello. Greene writes :— 


‘“‘T tell thee saucie skipiacke, it was a good and a blessed time here in Eng- 
land, when K. Stephen wore a pair of cloth-breeches, of a Noble a pair, and 
thought them passing costly.’’

Only about four other copies are known of this, one of the most interesting 
and valuable contemporary books on Shakespeare’s London.

September, 1525, on the matter of the king’s book, ‘‘ Assertio septem sacramen- 
torum adversus Martin Lutherum,’’ which had earned for the king the title of 
Defendor of the Faith; and, the text of Luther’s letter. In this letter, which is 
in the nature of an apology for an earlier one which had been violently abusive, 
Luther affects to disbelieve the authorship of the king’s book, attributing it to 
some cunning sophists, who had abused the king’s confidence, and adding, probably 
having had some intimation that Wolsey had fallen under the king’s displeasure,

PERHAPS THE RAREST OF THE LUTHER TRACTS. It is his retracta- 
tion of his former obsequious letter to Henry VIII of England, in 1525. 

Henry received from the Pope the title ‘‘ Defender of the Faith ’ as a reward 
for his ‘‘ Defense of the Seven Sacraments against Martin Luther, heresiarch.”’ 
Luther replied very scurrilously, but later withdrew the offending retort in a 
strangely subservient apology. Henry’s scornful rejection of the apology called 
forth the present rather unconvincing effort to square the account. It was later 
turned into Latin. The episode did little credit to Luther and little good to his 
cause.

Sir Arthur Hesilrige or Haselrig, a staunch puritan, was bitterly opposed to 
the ecclesiastical policy of Laud, with whom he seems also to have had a personal 
quarrel. In the two parliaments which met in 1640 Hesilrize was elected for 
Leicestershire. His opponent in the second election was sent to the Tower for 
breach of privilege in characterising Hesilrige as a man with ‘‘ more will than 
wit.”’ In hke manner Clarendon terms him “an absurd, bold man,’’ and adds 
that he was used by the leaders of his party, like the dove out of the ark, to try

what footing there was when new propositions were to be brought forward. His 
name is associated with the introduction of the bill of attainder against Strafford. 
He was one of the promoters of the ‘‘ Root-and-Branch Bill,’’ and the proposer 
of the Militia Bill. ‘To the last he probably owed his inclusion among the five 
members impeached by the King on 8 Jan., 1642. 

In June, 1642, Hesilrige was very active in executing the parliamentary com- 
mission of array in Leicestershire. He raised a troop of horse in Essex’s army, 
and fought under the command of Sir William Balfour at Edgehill. A letter trom 
Hesilrige to Essex is printed by Sanford. MHesilrige then became second in com- 
mand to Waller, and Vicars calls him Waller’s ‘‘ Fidus Achates.’’: He took part 
in the captures of Chichester and Malmesbury, and did not hesitate to seize the 
communion plate of Chichester Cathedral, to devote it to the parliament’s service. 
At the head of a regiment of curassiers, known to their opponents as “the 
Lobsters,’’ he greatly distinguished himself in the victory of Lansdowne. At 
Roundway Down his regiment bore the brunt of the battle, and some accounts 
attribute Waller’s defeat to Hesilrige’s mistaken tactics. At both these battles 
he was wounded, and it is said that after the latter he was publicly prayed for in 
the London churches. ; 

In public affairs, so long as the Commonwealth lasted, Hesilrige took a very 
prominent part. He had been appointed one of the King’s judges, but refused to 
act, and also refused to take the engagement retrospectively, although approving 
of it He made a merit of this abstention at the Restoration, but spoke approv- 
ingly of the King’s execution in 1659. MHesilrige was a member of every counci! 
of state, elected during the Commonwealth.

It is very interesting to note that the signature of this WILLIAM SHAKE- 
SPEARE bears a very great similarity to the known signature of the Poet. 
‘* Donington,’’ the seat of the Earl of Huntingdon, is in Leicestershire, but com- 
paratively in close proximity to the SHAKESPEARE COUNTRY. It is more than 
likely that this William Shakespeare was a descendant of the Poet’s family. 

There are also in the volume signatures of other Seventeenth Century Book- 
sellers, such as CHRISTOPHER WILKINSON, SAMUEL HOLFORD. (The 
latter published a ‘‘ Discourse upon Italian and English Comedies and Operas,’’ 
and as such figures in the Shakespeare Bibliography).

The letter also refers to the proposals of mediation which James had offered’ 
earlier in the year, but which Louis had declined; and to the re-appointment of 
Lord Herbert : OS as Ambassador at the Court of France. 


(Trans.).: — . We were greatly rejoiced to hear . . the good news 
and assurances se the Peace which it has pleased you to grant to your subjects of 
the Religion, for the sake of the great good which will result from it, and which 
you will experience throughout your kinodom, for we have always thought that 
the continuance of the war has only been of very great damage to it. And this 
has been the cause and the sole motive of the intervention we have made through 
Embassies and other means we have employed towards you to that end, to show 
you the sincerity of the affection which we have always had for your welfare.’’

‘“ Forasmuch as the infection of the Plague is at this present greatly in- 
creased and dispersed as well in the cities of London and Westminster, as also 
in the Suburbs thereof, the Kings most Excellent Maiestie considering that great 
perill and danger might insue, not onely unio hig Royall person, the Queenes 
Maiestie, the Prince and Princesse, the Honourable Embassadors from sundry 
forreine Princes, the Lords and others of his Maiesties honourable Privie Counsell, 
the Nobles of this Realme, and other his Maiesties Loving Subiects, if the people 
of all sorts, and out of all parts of this Realme, should resort or continue to- 
gether for their Suits and causes this instant Terme, commonly called Trinity 
Terme, and hoping that by dispersing of the multitude of people now being in or 
about his said cities, and by staying the accesse of others to the same about Suits 
in Law, and by due observation of such good and necessary Orders and directions, 
as are and shall bee prescribed in that belialfe, through the mercifull goodnesse of 
Almighty God, the said infection shalbe stayed, so as the Coronation and In- 
auguration of his most Excellent Maiestie, to the inestimable and universall re- 
ioycing of all his loving and true hearted Subiects, with all Princely solemnities 
and Honors thereunto apparteyning, may be accomplished and performed, at such 
time and place as his Majesty hath already bene pleased to appoint,’’ etc. 

Sir Sidney Lee, in his Life of Shakespeare, writes :— 

‘‘In the autumn and winter of 1603 an exceptionally virulent outbreak of the 
plague led to the closing of the theatres in London for fully six months. The 
King’s players were compelled to make a prolonged tour in the provinces, and 
their normal income seriously decreased. For two months from the third week 
in October, the Court was temporarily installed at Wilton, the residence of William 
Herbert, third earl of Pembroke, a nobleman whose literary tastes were worthy 
of a nephew of Sir Philip Sidney. Late in November Shakespeare’s company was 
summoned thither by the royal officers to perform before the new Kine,”’ etc, 


Only two other copies of this Proclamation are recorded.

crowds was notorious.

bringing out this production is thought to be due to the time taken in preparing 
the woodcuts with which it is profusely illustrated. 

The recorded copies of this rare and important Westminster incunable are 
nearly all sadly defective:—The Morgan copy lacks eleven leaves, the Grolier 
Club copy lacks fifteen leaves, one of the British Museum copies lacks four leaves. 
The copy now offered is the Lord Amherst of Hackney copy, with his book-plate 
inside the front cover. This desirable copy handsomely bound in morocco gilt is 
of a good size (10*/, in. by 84in.), and complete but for the title-page containing 
only the xylographical words ‘‘ vitas patrum,’? which are supplied in facsimile ; 
a few leaves have slight repairs to the blank margins. 

This book contains Caxton’s well-known woodcut device, the first printer’s 
device used in England. This device was taken over by De Worde on Caxton’s 
death and used in several of his productions. Gordon Duff, in his William Caxton, 
writes of it as follows :— 

“It consists of his initials, divided by his merchant’s mark, with a deep 
ornamental border at top and bottom. Many ingenious writers have attempted 
to read into this mark several items of information. 'The merchant’s mark they 
Say is not a merchant’s mark at all, but the figure 74 significant of the time when 
he began to print. Two small ornaments shaped like an S and C stand for Sancta 
Colonia, where he learned the art of printing. The mark is, however, merely an 
ordinary merchant’s mark, which in some shape or another all printers introduced 
into their devices, and the letters S C merely ornamental flourishes.”’

An extremely rare tract, published seven years before Manasseh ben Israel’s 
humble addresses to Oliver Cromwell appeared, concerning the Jews. Considerable 
doubt exists as to the exact identity of Edward Nicholas. By some he is con- 
founded with Sir Edward Nicholas, Secretary to the exiled King, who also took a 
keen interest in the Jewish question of the day. Others identify him with 
Manasseh ben Israel himself, and it is further suggested that from the sentiments 
and style of Nicholas’s tract it can be seen that it was written by a Jew who 
assumed the character of a Christian in order to give more force to his ‘‘ Apology.’’ 
The author himself, protests that he is not a Jew, that he had no connection with 
them, that he was only expressing the feelings of his heart, which he had long 
kept concealed, and that he had not been solicited to make this petition to Parlia- 
ment.

‘Richard Jobson, traveller, was appointed in 1620 to command an expedition 
to explore the river Gambia, im the interests of ‘the gentlemen adventures for 
the countries of Guinea and Benin.’ Former attempts in 1618 and 1619 had failed, 
in consequence of the hostility of the Portuguese and the unhealthiness of the 
Climate. Jobson, sailing from Kngland on 25 Oct., 1620, and arriving at the 
mouth of the Gambia on 17 Nov. ., succeeded in ascending the river as high as 
Tenda, though he did not meet with the gold which was the principal object in view. 
After his return to England in 1621, he published ‘ The Golden Trade.’ He gives 
interesting accounts of “the natives, ‘till then unvisited by Europeans, though they 
had already an overland trade with the Moors of the North coast.”’ —(D.N.B.). 
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JOHNSON (Dr. Samuel), 1709-1784. 


The most conspicuous figure in the literature of the eighteenth century, combined 
in a singular degree masswe force of understanding, multifarious knowledge, sagacity, 
and moral intrepidity. No prose writer of his day escaped the contagion of his 
characteristic style. He was a poet of no mean order. 


Samuel Johnson was born at Lichfield, September 18, 1709, the son of a second- 
hand bookseller. All through life he was of indolent habits; but his quickness of 
apprehension and his strength of memory were amazing, and so during his school- 
days at Lichfield and Stourbridge he became a prodigy of learning. In 1729 he went 
to Pembroke College, Oxford, where a Latin translation of Pope’s “ Messiah” 
established his repute. He left Oxford in 1731 without a degree, and for many years 
had a terrible struggle to make a luving. In 1738 he became a regular contributor to 
the “ Gentleman's Magazine,’ and from November, 1740, to February, 1743, he 
wrote the debates in Parliament published under the ttle of “ The Senate of Lilliput.” 
In 1747 he published his proposal of a new Dictionary of the English Language. It 
was paradoxical, indeed, that one in his starving position should undertake a task so 
gigantic and so unremunerative. During the years mainly devoted to the “ Dic- 
tionary’ he produced also his “ Vanity of Human Wishes,” a brilliant adaptation 
of Juvenal; and the series of essays called “ The Rambler.” In 1759, to meet the 
expenses connected with his mother’s death, he wrote “ Rasselas”’ in the evenings 
of a single week. At last, in 1762, he was relieved from his penury by the bestowal 
upon him by the Crown of a pension of {300 a year. He became a sort of literary 
monarch. In 1763 Boswell became his eager and faithful follower, and in 1764 the 
famous Literary Club was founded with Johnson as one of its original members. 
Probably in 1765 he made the acquaintance of Mr. Thrale and his sprightly wife, 
afterwards Mrs. Piozz1, who did much to make his life bright and happy for more 
than sixteen years. In 1773, at Boswell’s instigation, he visited Scotland and the 
Hebrides, perhaps the most striking event of his later years. He died December 13, 
1783, and was buried in Westminster Abbey.

Dr. Johnson was inside the House of Commons only once. Usually nothing 
was communicated to him but the names of the several speakers and the part 
which they had taken in the debate. Often the speeches were written ‘‘ from no 
materials at all—the mere coinage of his own imagination.’’ Their very authentici- 
ness, however, serves to make them of greater interest to the Collector of Dr.

He is said to have 
hanged over 100 persons without trial after the downfall of Monmouth at Sedg- 
moor in July, 1685, and with his ‘‘ Lambs’’ formed the escort of Jeffreys during 
the ‘‘ bloody assizes.”’

About 1579, Knewstub appears to have become eminent as a controversialist, 
and was especially prominent as a writer against the teaching of Henry Nicholas, 
the founder of the sect known as the Family of Love. Nicholas taught an ana- 
baptist mysticism, entirely without dogma, yet of exalted ideals. He no doubt 
imbibed his chief doctrines from David Joris (d. 1556). Love of humanity was 
clearly the familists essential rule of life. Although regarded as a protestant 
sect, Nicholas derived his constitution of the priesthood entirely from the Roman 
Catholic heirarchy. 

The above work is based on Nicholas’s ‘‘ Evangelium Regni.’’ Originally 
written in German, it was translated into Latin, and in 1579 Knewstub translated 
a large portion of the Latin version into English. In the numerous comments he 
unsparingly denounces the tenets advanced. In the epistle dedicatory to ‘“‘ his 
very good Lord and Maister, Ambrose, Earle of Warwick,’’ he says that ‘‘ the 
errours of the sect bee so many, so foule and so filthy, as woulde force the very 
penne in passing to stay and stop her nose.”’

In 1545 Thomas Lanquet died while writing his ‘‘ Chronicle of the World.’’ 
He had brought it down from the Creation to A.D. 17, and then Thomas Cooper 
undertook te carry it on to the reign of Edward VI. His portion is about thrice 
as much as Lanquet’s, and the whole was published in 1549. The above edition 
was surreptitiously put forth, with additions by Robert Crowley, greatly to 
Cooper’s annoyance. In the latter’s subsequent edition of 1660, printed by Thomas 
Berthelettes, there is, on the reverse of the title, An Admonition to the Reader, 
warning him against this piratical edition printed by Marsh. 

The history is, however, generally known as ‘‘ Cooper’s Chronicle,’’ and 
preserves many curious traditions. Under the year 1452 it is noted that then 
‘one named Johannes Faustius fyrst founde the craft of printinge, in the citie of 
Mens in Germanie.”’

Sir Anthony Fitzherbert (1470-1538) was the most celebrated Judge of his 
day. On 11 June, 1529, he was one of the commissioners appointed to hear causes 
in thancery in place of the chancellor, Wolsey. On 1 December following he 
signed the articles of impeachment exhibited against Wolsey, one of them being 
to the effect that ‘‘ Certain bills for extortion of ordinaries ’’ having been found 
before Fitzherbert, Wolsey had the indictments removed into the chancery by 
certiorari, ‘‘ and rebuked the same Fitzherbert for the same cause.’’ On 1 June, 
1533, he was present at the coronation of Anne Boleyn. He was one of the 
Commission that (29 April, 1535) tried the Carthusians, Robert Feron, John Hale, 
and others for high treason under the statute 25 Hen. VIII, the offence consisting 
in having met and conversed too freely about the King’s marriage. He was also 
a member of the tribunals that tried Fisher and More in the following June and 
July.

He then goes on to mention Sheridan’s memorable speech in Parliament on 
the impeachment of Warren Hastings; and ‘‘ The Lounger,’’ and ‘“‘ The Mirror ” 
periodicals superintended by Logan. 

Give me leave to assure you that you have been misinformed with 


‘regard to ‘the Critique it contains on the poems of Burns. That article is not a 


very good one, but it is impartial, and I dare say Mr. Burns will be very well 
pleased with the praise that he has received. His humorous poems are not pre- 
ferred to his serious; it is only said that in the former he is more at his ease, at 
home and original than in the latter. It is very remarkable that the poems you 
deservedly distinguish, the Mouse, the Mountain daisy, the Vision and the Cottar’s 
Saturday night, are highly praised. Still, however, T can hardly allow him the 
merit of a native vein for the plaintive and pathetic. The Cottar’s Sat, Night 
draws tears, but exhibits only natural affection and tenderness heightened by 
devotion. That is not’ the pathetic. Mr. Burns is a clever fellow, a Man of 
Observation, of fancy, and a Country Libertine, but I am much mistaken if he has 
anything of the Penseroso in his character. The Mouse and the Mountain daisy 
contain the plaintive of reflection, not of feeling. His love of poems, that is his 
bawdy songs, are said to be execrable, which is perhaps a strong expression, but 
no man should avow rakery who does not posses an estate of 500£ a year. IL 
read his works under considerable disadvantages. I received three letters from 
Edinr. full of irrational and unbounded panegyric, representing him as a poetical 
phenomenon that owed but nothing to Nature and his own Genius. When I 
opened the book I found that he was as well acquainted with the English poets 
as I was, and I could point you out a hundred imitations. There is a kind of 
Imposture not infrequent among poets of conveying Modern ideas in a dialect of 
Antiquity. If Chatterton’s poems had been published according to the Modern 
Orthography, they would not have found so many readers and admirers. I have 
given Burns poems to several English gentlemen who cannot discern their beauties. 
When that rage and Mania which seizes Edinr. at least once a year has subsided, 
I am confident that your own opinion will coincide with Mine. 

‘“‘ Notwithstanding what I have written, my opinion of Burns’ merit is per- 
haps as high as what is entertained at Edinburgh. I do not think, however, that 
he is so much an Original as has been represented, and, indeed, I do not recollect 
a new image of nature in all his works, except one in ‘the Ode to the Mountain 
ae An enthusiastic lover always discovers new and concealed beauties in his 

istress. 

‘¢ There has been much excellent speaking in this Session of Parliament. I 
heard Sheridan’s speech, which was one of the most wonderful exhibitions that 
ever was delivered in St. Stephens Chapel. The great charm, however, consisted 
in the delivery. All the powers of expression and acting were displayed. Mr.

Sheridan understands public speaking as well as Mrs. Siddons, and if he would 
leave the House of Commons and go on to the Stage, he would soon make a for- 
tune and in a much more respectable line.

‘“Mr. Grey from Northumberland and heir to great prospects has given the 
House of Commons the finest pucellage they ever enjoyed. He is not supposed to 
belong to any party, but from his genius and dispositions I think it probable that 
he will rank with the minority. The strong paternal regard and partiality which 
his Majesty expresses to all the fools and blockheads in the three kingdoms tends 
to make a coalition a very different kind against his Ministers. 

‘‘ Mr. Hastings is too lean a deer to afford a good chace, Sir Elijah Impey and 
Mr. Middleton are much fatter, and it is supposed will make better sport. 

‘“T am happy to hear that the Lounger is to be republished here in Spring. 
I have not seen any numbers of it since Mr. Craig was in London. The Mirror is 
publica trita manu, and you may judge of its reputation when it is praised by Mr. 
Pinkerton, who is by no means profuse of panegyric. I have just glanced at 
Millars View of the English Government, which seems to be an excellent work. 
He is a rational whig and free from those prejudices which have infected all the 
writers on the subject. His merit, however, will be confined to the few as he has 
no attractions for the multitude. It is remarkable that David Hume, on what- 
ever subject he wrote, whether on policies, commerce or metaphysics, by a happy 
faculty of iulustration, brought it down to the comprehension of the world and 
even the capacity of the Ladies. You will receive much pleasure from the History 
of Abelard and Heloise which is just published by an enlightened Roman Catholic. 
Lady Wallace has written an Opera founded on the story of Maria in Sterne, with 
which she intermixed the amours of Annette and Lubin. It was rejected by the 
manager; her best opera are behind the Scenes. Mrs. Chalmer is going to publish 
in her way soon. The air of Hamstead which she breathed last year is very favour- 
able to that species of Composition. I hope the republication of the Lounger will 
bring you to London in the Spring.” Ete.

‘¢ Alexander and Campaspe,’’ ‘‘ Midas,’’? and ‘‘ Endymion,’’ have much classical

The ‘‘ Song by 
Apelles,’”’ in ‘‘ Campaspe,’’ beginning ‘‘ Cupid sang, Campaspe played,’’ has found 
its way into numberless anthologies. Shakespeare seems indebted to Lilly’s

SIR DAVID LINDSAY, the Scottish Poet (born 1490, died 1555) was_a 
satirist, powerful in invective, fluent in style, and abounding in proverbial philo- 
sophy. His poems were of local, and to a large extent of temporary interest. Yet 
these very hmitations gave them an immediate fame and more extensive currency 
than the works of any other early Scottish poet, and render them invaluable to 
students of the time of James V. It passed into a proverb for what was not worth 
knowing, ‘‘ You will not find that in David Lyndsay,’’ and his writings were at 
one in the library of every castle and the shelves of many cottages of Scot- 
and. 


This book ‘‘ Ane Satyre of the Three Estates’? is his principal work. It is 
divided into interludes, the earliest form of the drama, and was intended for 
dramatic representation. At least three performances of it are recorded, at 
Cupar, Linlithgow, and Greenside, then a suburb of Old, now part of New Edin- 
burgh, on the low ground below the west slope of the Calton Hill, where the 
spectators probably sat. Mr. Chalmers thought the first representation was at 
Cupar in 1535, but reference is made in it to the battle of Pinky Cleuch, which 
was fought on 10 Sept., 1547, and Whit-Tuesday is mentioned as falling on 7 June, 
from which it follows that the Easter when it was played was on 17 April. The 
true date of the Cupar representation thus seems to belong to 1552. ‘The first 
representation was probably at Linlithgow on the feast of the Epiphany, 6th Jan., 
1540. Sir William Eure, on 26 Jan. of that year, sent to Cromwell notes of the 
interlude or play which he had received from a spectator, ‘‘ a Scotsman of our 
sort,’”’ 1.e.. of the English party. The third known representation, that at Green- 
side, took place in 1554, before the queen regent, when Henry Charteris, the 
bookseller, who was present, states that it lasted from ‘‘ nine houris afore noon

till six houris at even.’’ In this piece Lyndsay denounced abuses in church and 
state with great frankness. Sir William Eure in his letter states that after the 
representation at Linlithgow “ the King did call upon the Bishop of Glasgow, the 
Chancellor Dunbar, and the other bishops, exhorting them to reform their 
fashions and manner of living, saying that unless they did so he would send six 
of the proudest of them to his uncle of England, and as those were ordered, so he 
would order all the rest that would not amend. The chancellor answered that 
one word of his Grace’s mouth would suffice them to be at his commandment, and 
the KXing hastily and angrily answered that he would gladly bestow any words 
of his mouth that could amend them. James V, before his French marriage and 
before Archbishop Beaton had acquired commanding influence over him, was un- 
doubtedly favourable to reform in the church, and he probably encouraged Lyndsay 
in his attack on the bishops. But it is startling to find that Lyndsay was allowed 
to exhibit his piece so late as 1540, only two years before the death of the king, 
and still more to repeat it during the regency of Mary of Guise. Were not Eure’s 
letters conclusive evidence of the date of the representation at Linlithgow, we 
should be tempted with Chalmers to ascribe the ‘‘Satire’’ to an earlier date, 
and to conjecture that 1t may have been modified in subsequent representations. 
The complete work, according to the Bannatyne MS., the only extant manuscript 
version, consisted of eight interludes. The first, ‘‘The Auld Man and his Wyfe,”’ 
from its local references, must have been specially written for the representation at 
Cupar as an advertisement to the play. The second, ‘‘ The Temptation of King 
Humanity by Dame Sensuality,’’? probably opened the representations at Linlith- 
gow and Greensyde. Two interludes, which do not concern the main plot and may 
have been sometimes omitted, followed: (3) ‘‘ The Puir Man and the Pardoner,” 
in which the crying evil of the sale of indulgences which had penetrated to Scot- 
land is exposed; (4) ‘‘The Sermon of Folly,’’? in which there are again allusions 
to Fife as 
I hard never, in all my lyfe, 
Ane Bishop cam to preich in Fyfe, 


proving that it must have been written for a Fife audience. The plot is then 
resumed in (5) ‘‘ The Three Vices, i.e., Flattery’’ (‘‘now come out of France ’’), 
‘* Deceit, and Falsehood,’’ which mislead the King; (6) ‘‘ Truth and Chastity,”’ 
in which those virtues are overcome by the Vices; (7) ‘‘ The Parliament of Correc- 
tion,’’ from which the ‘ Satire’’ took its name of ‘‘The Three Estates,’’ and 
where the poet offers his proposals for reform; and finally (8) where ‘‘ The Three 
Vices’’ are given over to punishment. The first editor was Robert Charteris in 
1594; and all recent editors, Chalmers, Pinkerton, Sibbald, and Laing, have 
allowed themselves great latitude in the arrangement of the poem, as probably 
Lyndsay himself did in its representations. The number of separate characters 
represented and the variety of topics treated made the general effect a medley, in 
which there is much that is commonplace, little that we should now deem poetry, 
but many pieces of powerful invective, exhorting the king to virtuous govern- 
ment and the people to reformation of the evils in the administration of church 
and state. A. sub-plot is carried through the poem by Common Theft, a borderer, 
who comes to Fife and steals the Earl of Rothes’ hackney and Lord Lyndsay’s 
‘*‘ Brown jonet,’’ for which he is executed.—-(D.N.B.).
